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In  Wisconsin  corn  usually  ranks  third  in  acreage  and  second  in  value 
among  the  farm  crops.    In  acreage  the  State's  corn  crop  is  usaially  exceeded 
"by  tame  hay  and  oats  and  in  value  it  is  usually  exceeded  "by  tame  hay.  Daring 
the  past  decade  the  inrportance  of  corn  in  Wisconsin  agriculture  has  "been 
somev/hat  greater  than  during  any  previous  decade  in  the  State *s  history. 

Ten  years  ago  the  acreage  of  corn  in  Wisconsin  was  at  about  the  same 
level  that  had  prevailed  during  the  period  since  the  World  War,  Following 
1930,  however,  the  State  experienced  a  series  of  drought  years  which  caused 
widespread  losses  of  tame  hay  acreage.  In  making  their  adjustments  to  this 
situation,  farmers  gradually  expanded  their  acreage  of  corn  and  this  crop 
"became  increasingly  important  as  a  source  of  livestock  feed  for  the  State's 
dairy  industry, 

c|  In  193'  the  State  reached  its  highest  acreage  of  com  because  in  that 

year  large  amounts  of  hay,  pasture,  and  some  small  grain  were  destroyed  "by 
spring  and  early  summer  drought.    With  a  serious  feed  shortage  in  prospect, 
^     corn  planting  that  year  was  continued  until  well  into  the  summer  in  order  to 
^     provide  feed  for  the  State's  livestock,    77ith  a  favora"ble  fall  that  year,  even 
the  late  plated  corn  made  relatively  large  feed  production  sind  the  record 
acreage  of  2,661,000  acres  was  harvested  in  1934,    Following  this  large  acreage 
<^       the  plantings  of  com  again  declined  to  more  normal  levels  as  hay  acreages  v/ere 
m       re"built,  hut  another  marked  increase  took  place  in  1937  when  there  was  exten- 
gl       sive  winterkilling  of  tame  hay,  particularly  alfalfa,  in  southern  and  south- 
eastern Wisconsin  where  an  ice  sheet  of  unusual  thickness  and  density  covered 
the  region  during  much  of  Janu^iry  and  Fe'bruary,    In  the  areas  affected  hy  ice 
that  year  farmers  tried  to  provide  their  needed  feed  supplies  to  a  consider- 
a"ble  extent  hy  esqpanding  their  corn  acreage  so  that  in  1937  the  State  har- 
vested 2,424,000  acres,  the  increase  heing  mostly  in  the  counties  where 
much  hay  was  lost»    Since  then  the  acreage  has  again  declined  to  what  appears 
to  he  the  present  normal  level  of  something  more  than  2,200,000  acres  which 
is  substantially  above  the  average  acreage  prior  to  the  drought  years. 

The  State's  heaviest  corn  acreage  concentration  is  found  in  the 
southern  Wisconsin  counties,  vrhere  corn  belt  conditions  prevail,  and  in  an 
area  running  northv/ard  into  south  central  Wisconsin  where  conditions  are 
especially  suitable  for  corn  production.    In  the  northern  parts  of  the 
State  com  acreage  is  low  and  on  the  central  sandy  plain  much  of  the  soil 
is  not  so  well  adapted  to  corn  and  other  crop  production,  so  that  a  lower 
corn  acreage  also  prevails  in  this  area.    In  north  central  Wisconsin  where 
the  heavier  Colby  silt  loams  prevail,  the  acreage  of  corn  is  also  lower 
than  it  is  in  most  of  the  other  dairy  sections  of  the  State,    This  region, 
while  splendidly  adapted  for  grass  and  hay  production,  has  been  found 
somewhat  less  suitable  for  corn. 

Utilization  of  com  in  Wisconsin  varies  greatly  in  the  different  parts 
of  the  State,    In  the  northern  and  eastern  sections  a  high  percentage  of  the 


crop  is  used  for  silage.    In  some  of  the  western,  central,  and  southwestern 
counties  a  relatively  high  percentage  is  used  for  the  production  of  grain. 
The  production  of  com  for  forage  purposes  is  relatively  low  in  most  of  the 
State  Tmt  usually  it  is  higher  in  the  northern  sections  than  in  the  southern. 

The  general  expansion  in  com  acreage  during  the  past  decade  is  found 
to  a  considerahle  extent  in  the  northern  counties  of  the  State  where,  with 
the  use  of  silos  and  with  the  newer  varieties,  this  crop  is  now  producing 
hotter  than  formerly.    In  the  drought  years,  com  yielded  well  and  in  the 
northem  sections  which  had  previously  heen  considered  as  lying  heyond  the 
limit  of  dependahle  production  for  this  crop. 

Yields  of  corn  are  usually  highest  in  the  southern  and  southeastern 
counties  where  the  conditions  are  more  of  the  com  "belt  type  and  where  some 
of  the  State's  host  soils  are  found.    It  is  in  this  axea  also  that  the  intro- 
duction of  hyhrid  seed  has  "been  most  rapid.    During  recent  years  yields  have 
averaged  higher  than  in  any  previous  period,  partly  "because  of  favora"ble  crop 
years  and  partly  hecause  of  the  increasing  use  of  hyhrid  seed.    Even  the 
northern  sections  of  the  State  are  now  benefiting  from  the  use  of  hyhrid 
seed  hecause  varieties  have  heen  developed  which  mature  in  the  shorter 
growing  season  of  the  northern  parts  of  Wisconsin.
